The commission is supposed to 
function in tlie interests of the 
people. In its annual reports, how­ 
ever, one finds such complaints as 
that owing to lack of money and 
personnel it has been unable to per­ 
form its duties “ related primarily 
to the protection of the public in­ 
terests.” 
Attempts to enable the 
commission to carry out its protec­ 
tive functions as required by law 
were for awhile blocked in Con­ 
gress, allegedly with 
tire 
aid of 
members friendly to the power in­ 
terests.

The commission accountants, un­ 
der Chief Accountant William V. 
King, have been using the Inter­ 
state C o m m e r c e Commission’s 
standards which consider deprecia­ 
tion as a definite operating expense, 
whereas electrical utilities involved 
consider depreciation allowance a 
matter for the board of directors to 
consider after making provision for 
bond interest and dividends. Other

The Woods fam ily of whom 
there are m any in Rush county,! 
has

record. They trace their ances­ 
try b ack to and b eyond the An- | 
glo - Scotch - Irish extraction. | 
John Woods is the direct ances- j 
tor of the American b ranch and 
he was the son of an English 
trooper in Cromwell’s arm y in 
1649, 
who 
settled 
in 
County 
M eath, Ireland, after the reign 
of Cromwell. 
John Woods m arried Miss Eli­ 
zab eth Worsop, whose ancestors 
were of the Scotch clan, Cam ­ 
b ell, so fam ed in history. She 
was b orn Novemb er 15, 1656 and 
was m arried in 1681. Their old­ 
est daughter, Elizab eth, m arried 
Peter Wallace, a Scotch high­ 
lander ab out 1705. Wallace died 
in early part of the eighteenth 
century and with her b roth­ 
ers, 
Michael, 
William, 
Jam es 
and Andrew, came to America 
and first settled in Pennsylvania, 
where she rem ained some ten or 
fifteen years and then moved to 
and settled in Rockb ridge coun­ 
ty, Virginia, where her b rother, 
Michael Woods, had settled. 
We often hear the expression 
“Scotch Irish" which is only a 
term used to designate, those 
Scotch, who settled in northern 
Ireland, after Cromwell had ex­ 
ploited the county, and divided 
the land among his followers 
and retainers. In some cases in ­ 
term arriage followed and today 
the b lood of northern Ireland is 
a m ixture of English, Irish and 
Scotch. We find m ention of it in 
our own county settlem ent in 
m any instances.

Farmers Union; and the Na- 
tional Equity Union. 


The cooperatives realize that 


there is a • prospective world' 
shortage of wheat this season 
and that, including crop and 
carry-over, apparently there will 


be no burdensome surplus of 
wheat. 


The immediate distress in the 


wheat situation is due to hur- 
ried, and to some extent at least, 
unnecessary marketing of wheat 
by farmers. If farmers can be 
induced to hold back their ship- 
ments past the congestion period 
the effect of stabilization will be 
accomplished and farmers gen- 
erally will benefit by the slower 
marketing movement. 


The committee of sixteen, ap- 


pointed at the Chicago confer- 
ence, is proceeding with plans 
for the formation of the Farm- 
ers National Grain Corpora- 
tion. This Corporation, when 
formed, can act in all grain 
marketing emergencies. In the 
meantime, and until the Cor- 
poration is set up and can func- 
tion, the Board hopes that 
wheat farmers- will observe an 
orderly marketing program, and 
will also get behind the commit- 
tee of sixteen to the degree that 
the organization of the Farmers 
National 
Grain 
Corporation 


may be perfected at the earliest 
possible time. The Board also 
hopes that all local financial in- 
stitutions will help the farmer to 
carry out this program.

LONGER BETWEEN BITES. 


Ill spite of conservation and restocking of 


streams fishernien everywhere are lamenting that 
the time is getting longer and longer between 
bites. 


It isn't for lack of tackle. Man has journeyed 


far from the happy golden days of the willow 
pqle with a butcher's string line, fixed with hooks 
ten for a dime, whose compelling lure is one seg- 
ment of an angle worm, and whose incantation 
is spitting on the bait. Modern tackle makers are 
nothing if not ingenious. They have invented all 
manner of preposterous lures that would be 
laughed off the face of the waters if some fish 
weren't fool enough to fall for them. They have 
scoured the world for bamboo, lacquer, tin, nick- 
el, feathers and all other accoutrements of rod 
and reel and fly. Yet to what purpose? The 
millionaire in all his glory has no more chance 
than the boy with his worm and rude pole, and 
for both, these are dark days. 


Millions of dollars are being spent every year 


by federal and state governments, individuals 
and organizations of sportsmen in a nation-wide 
effort to restore good fishing for everyone. There 
has been gradual improvement ha many sections, 
but fishing is still far from being "good" in the 
old meaning of the word. 


Experience has shown the conservationists • 


that pouring hatchery-raised fish into the steam 
is not enough. A large percentage of the pro-

tected and hand-fed fish starve to death or are 
eaten by their more cannibalistic brethren be- 
tween the time they are placed in the streams 
and the time they are large enough to catch. De- 
forestation has deprived them of their natural 
food and protection and stream pollution has 
made theirprimitive haunts uninhabitable. 


SOCKS AND .CHARACTER. 


It has often been said that a man's taste in 


reading is an index to his character. If this is 
correct the reader of stories dealing: with the 
great open spaces would naturally be expected 
to be of stronger character than the one who 
seeks diversion in fiction which is less whole- 
some. 


It would follow, then, that the former could 


be relied upon to show greater respect for other 
people's property rights. But it seems some de- 
votees of the so-called red-blooded fiction are 
not particular how they obtain books. A recent 
issue of the Library Bulletin contains the report 
of a public library located in a large city which 
indicates that book thieves have a weakness for 
the works of James Oliver Curwood and Zane 
Gray.

Federal Power Commission. 


This commission is composed of 


the Secretaries of "War, Interior 
and Agriculture. Its directing .head 
is an executive sccretay, F. E. Bon- 
ncr, succeeding .Q. C. Merrill, just 
retired. It controls all power sites 
on navigahle waters and on-public 
lands and federal reservations, and 
has supervision over licensing, lo- 
cation, design, construction, main- 
tenance and operation qf power 
projects on these sites. 


The commission is supposed to 


function in the interests of the 
people. In its annual reports, how- 
ever, one finds such complaints as 
that owing to lack of money and 
personnel it has heen unahle.to per- 
form its duties "related primarily 
to the protection of the puhlic in- 
terests." 
Attempts to enable the 


commission to carry out its protee- 


depreciation reserve. The higher 
the depreciation reserve the less 
the government will have to pay— 
and vice versa. 


The commission accountants, un- 


der Chief Accountant "William V. 
Kin,g, have been using the Inter- 
state C o m m e r c e Conir.ussion's 
standards which consider deprecia- 
tion as a definite operating expense, 
whereas electrical utilities involved 
consider depreciation allowance a 
matter for the board of directors to 
consider after making provision for 
bond interest and dividends. Other 
accepted standards used by King, 
with the commission's authority, 
have been equally annoying.

John Woods married Miss Eli- 


zabeth Worsop, whose ancestors 
were of the Scotch clan, Cam- 
bell, so famed in history. She 
was born November 15, 1656 and 
was married hi 1681. Then- old- 
est daughter, Elizabeth, married 
Peter Wallace, a Scotch high- 
lander about 1705. Wallace died 
in early part of the eighteenth 
century and with her broth- 
ers, Michael, William, "James 
and Andrew, came to America 
and first settled in Pennsylvania 
where she remained some ten or 
fifteen years and then moved to 
and settled in Rockbridge coun- 
ty, Virginia, where her brother, 
Michael Woods, had settled. 


We often hear the expression 


"Scotch Irish" which is only a 
term used to designate, those 
Scotch, who settled in northern 
Ireland, after, Cromwell had ex- 
ploited the county, and divided 
the land among his followers 
and retainers. In some cases in- 
termarriage followed and today 
the blood of northern Ireland is 
a mixture of English, Irish and 
Scotch. We find mention of it in 
our own county settlement in 
many instances. 


It was hi County Meath^Jiiat 


Michael Woods was born, mar- 
ried and lived before coming to 
America. With him came his 
son-in-law,

crossing Lickinghole Creek, to 
Pinters, north sixty eight degrees

"The'Light That "Failed" did 


not mean complete failure and 
despair in the life 'of one coura- 
geous individual of Rushville. 


In a pleasant little cottage on 


North Arthur street Harvey Co- 
hee, totally blind for the past 
five years, conducts a thriving 
business of rug weaving and 
basket making. 


Day after day he sits at hi 


loom and weaves into attractiv 
designs rag and roving rugs with 
far more skill and precision than 
some workers blessed with eye 
sight; And as the varied colors 
bright or somber, are woven intc 
a well defined pattern and at 
tractive article of utility, so like 
wise is the weaves making fo 
himself a life of usefulness and 
happiness from the strands o 
disappointment 
and 
despai 


which were, for him, life's fabric 
five years ago. 


Mr. Cohee had been employed 


at the City Water & Light Plan 
for seven years, when he suffer- 
ed the affliction of what is term- 
ed hardening of the eye balls 
All efforts to restore his sigh 
failed. At length, when his las 
hope was gone and he faced a 
life of darkness, a^ certain spec- 
ialist at Greensburg to whom he 
appealed,made the cheering sug- 
gestion that his unfortunate 
patient need not go through life 
in idleness, but could apply to 
the Board of Industrial Aid for 
the Blind and receive free in- 
structions in some useful occu- 
pation. 
Thus encouraged, Mr. Cohee 


made application and soon a re- 
presentative of the board, was 
sent to make the required inves- 
tigation. A little later a new 
oom was shipped and presented 
to him and an instructor, Miss 
'earl McGibbons, was sent to in- 
struct him in the rug weaving. 


The pupil proved apt and the 


teacher, herself partially blind, 
'ound it a pleasant task to direct 
his work. After three days Miss 
McGibbons left her pupil over 
he week-end and in her ab- 
sence he completed a rug him- 
self. This, his first piece of work, 
was so well done it found a ready 
sale to Mrs. Jacob Webber, of 
.his city. His next rug-was a 
bath room rug made of roving, 
which was sent to the board as

The standard size rugs he 


makes ^ are 24x25 inches and 
27x54 inches. By changing the 
loom he is-able to weave 36 inch 
carpet. 


Materials used are rags, either 


thpse furnished by the customer 
or new rags purchased from a 
shirt factory at Bedford. Roving 
is also used. This comes in skeins 
in various colors and is used in 
makmg the bath room rugs. 


The first year .he worked at the 


new enterprise Mr. Cohee wove 
138 standard size rugs and-the 
output the past year has equal- 
ed, if nbt exceeded, that number, 
he believes, although no accur- 
ate account has been kept. 


He is now engaged in weaving 


25 yards of carpet, in which a 
stripe occurs every 18 inches. 
This carpet has been ordered by 
Mrs. J. T.. Bliurn, residing be- 
tween Glenwood and Conners- 
ville, and who has in her at- 
tractive old-style brick house a 
room 
18x18 feet - dimensions 


which she desires to fit up with 
antique furnishings. 


The loom on which this work 


is done is what is known as the 
three-saddle loom. It is installed 
in a room at Mr. Cohee's resi- 
dence which is given over to that 
particular purpose and contains 
all the supplies and finished 
product on hand. 


Basket making is an art he 


learned, also, and he has to his 
credit some artistic specimens of 
reed baskets, including square 
flower baskets, wall pockets and 
bud cases.
